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REMARKS 

Reconsideration and allowance in view of the foregoing amendment and the 
following remarks arc respectfully requested. Claims 2-4, 6-9, and 15-16 remain pending, 
claims 2-4, 6-9, and 15-I6having been amended, and claims 1, 5, 10-14,and 17-22 having 
been canceled without prejudice or disclaimer. 

In the outstanding non-Final Office Action, the Examiner objected to claim 1 due to 
alleged informalities; and rejected claims 1,5, 10-14, and 17-22 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
allegedly being unpatentable over published U.S. Patent Application 2001/0003191 to 
Kovacs et al ("Koyacs") and further in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,728,536 to Basilieretal 
( "Basilier "). 

Applicant wishes to thank the Examiner for acknowledging that claims 2-4, 6-8 and 
15-16 contain allowable subject matter and would be allowable if rewritten in independent 
form to include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Applicant 
notes that claim 9 also contains allowable subject matter. Claim 9 was not identified in this 
Office Action as cither being rejected or containing allowable subject matter. However, 
Applicant notes that claim 9 depends from claim 2, which, as acknowledged by the 
Examiner, contains allowable subject matter. Therefore, claim 9, must also be allowable. 

Objection to Claim 1 

On page 1 of the Office Action, the Examiner objected to claim 1 because the phrase, 
"in the event of a mobile terminal," which appeared at the end of claim 1 , was allegedly 
confusing. Applicant canceled claim 1 thereby making the objection moot. Therefore, 
Applicant respectfully requests that the objection be withdrawn. 

Applicant notes that the features of claim 1 were added to amended claim 2, but that 
the phrase, "in the event of a mobile terminal" was omitted. 
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Claims 1, 5; 1P>14, and 17-22:

Claims 2-4, 6-8. and 15-16 

On page 10. of the Office: 'Actioa r '^°Examineracknowtedged'that'cJaims- : .2^4v'6-'8'j' 
and 15-16 would be allowable if amended to include the features of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. Applicant amended these claims to include the features of the baserclaim 
and any. intervening claims. Therefore, Appllcant submits - that claims 2-4, 6-8, and 15-16 are 
now allowable and respectfully requests that the objection to these claims be withdrawn.
